The Austro-Germang and Bulgarians 
are advancing slowly in their efforts to 
cut off or annihilate the Serbian army. 
These efforts, however, are growing more 
dificult, as the Serbians now have oeccu- 
pied highly important defenswe posi- 
tions to the south and east of Kraljevo 
and east of Ivagnitza, according to an 
oficial report. Big bettie also are 
proceeding in the south between the Bul- 
garians and the Anglo-French, but the 
reports are so conflicting that it cannot 
be said which side has gained an adve 
vege. 


SERBIAN WAR REPORT. 

PARIS, Nov. 12.—The Serbian legation 
$n Paris today made public the following 
ufficial communication from the Serbian 
government: 

The Serbian troops have occupied, in 
good order, defenses to the south and 
east of Kraljevo and east of Ivagnitza, 
and also east of the left bank of the 
Morava river and southward, where 
there was desperate fighting through- 
out the day of the 10th. Engagements 
continue east of Gnilan, upon the River 
Leskovitza, upon the Dihatckka, and 
at Katchanik. 

[The Serbian oficial communication, 
the first received since last Monday, 
shows that the Serbians on the 10th had 
mot been cut off between Kraljevo and 
Nish. An Italian newspaper dispatch 
had said there were grounds for fear 
that such was the case.] 


Montenegrin War Report. 
The Montenegrin consul genéral here 
has received the following dispatch from 
his government: 

During the fighting on our Sanjak 
front Tucsday the enemy suffered se- 
rious loss. We took fifty prisoners 
and two machine guns. “During the 
night of the &Sth-¥th, the Austrians 
tried to surprise us near Grahovo, 

but were repulsed. On the l]Uth there 
was artillery fighting along the Saen- 
jak front. The enemy's infantry at- 
tacked us at various points, but with- 
out effect. We took more than 10U 
prisoners. 
+An artillery duel ia in progress on 

the Herzegovina frent. On.the other 
fronts there is no change in the sit- 
uation. 

An Austrian aeroplane fell into our 
lines and the officer and noncommis- 
sioned officer aboard the machine were 
taken prisoners. 


German War Report. 
BERLIN, Nov. 12.—The war office today 
gave out the following report on Balkan 
wperations: 

Pursuit of the Serbians is being con- 
tinued. South of the Kraljevo-Trstenio 
line the first mountain ridge has been 
crossed. 

In the Rasina valley, southwest of 
Krusevac, our troops have advanced 
further. Further east Ribaire and 
Ribarske-Banya were reached yester- 
day. 

More than 1,700 prisoners were taken 
and eleven guns were captured. 


Bulgarian War Report. 
SOFIA, via London, Nov. 12.—An offi- 
cial statement issued today by the Bul- 
garian war office on Serbian operations 
follows: 

Our troops continue the pursuit of 
the defeated Serbian army on the left 
benk of the Morava river. 

Fresh booty is being discovered daily 
in conquered towns. Along the raiil- 
way in the Morava vailey we vup- 
tured today four quick firing howit- 
zers, eight quick firing field guns, with 
full ammunition cars, several machine 
suns with teams, nine néw search- 
lights, and SOO prisoners. 

South of Bolovar near the railway 
Ptation at Grablenitz we captured 
ten engines and 400 railway wagons, 
among which were fifty loaded with 
materials.

After 
eleven days of almost uninterrupted 
fighting in the marsh region our 
troops captured Kammern and An- 
ting. The Germans, who suffered 
heavy losses, were thrown vack to 
the west.

AMONG NEUTRALS

David stan Jordan Believes the 
Time Is Ripe for Action To- 
ward Ending War. 


Washbington,.D. C., Nov. 12.—[{Special.] 
—David Starr Jordan, president of Le- 
land Stanford university and peace prop- 
agandist, presented to President Wilson 
today resolutions adopted by the interna- 
tional congress of peace at San Francisco, 
calling upon the executive to take the inl- 
tiative in convoking a council of neutral 
nations to meet at the earliest possible 
date and sit continuously until peace has 
been established in Europe. Dr. Jordan 
Was accompanied to the White House by 
Louls P.. Lochner, secretary of the Chi- 
| cago Peace society. 

Dr. Jordan would not discuss the atti- 
‘tude of President Wilson on the subject, 
but he declared after the White House 
conference that if the United States did 
not take the initiative, either the king of 
Sweden or the queen of the Netherlands 
| would do so probabiy before the first of 

the year. 

Belligerents Want Peace? 

It was declared that asa result of recent

The board of managers of the Chicago 
Teachers’ federation yesterday decided to 
hold three massmeetings, one in each di- 
vision of the city, to protest against slash- 
ing teachers’ salaries. The date of these 
massmeetings and the halls where they 
will be held will be selected today | 

The teachers’ federation decided on this 
move as the result of an article in an aft- 
ernoon newspaper which the leaders of 
the federation regarded as forecasting a 
formidable effort to reduce wages. 

What the teachers fear most is that the 
board will cancel the “automatic” in- 
crease of $120 each for all grammar school 
instructors, numbering about 6,500 out of 
7,700 teachers in the schools. 

One of the trustees’ was quoted anony- 
mously as saying: 

‘We must decide whetber we will re- 
pay all of that $950,000 borrowed on tax 
anticipation warrants and cut out the $120 
salary increase, or grant the increase and 
repay only part of the loan. Tomy mind, 
we should pay our debts and not grant 
the increases.”’
